Dec. I. — Rep resents 
tire SeldenstJcker of Indianap olis wit 
Introdu ce at the coming session of th« 
legislatu re an amendment to chang! 
that section of the state constitu tioi 
w hich p rescribes qu alifications for vol 
ers. 
This amendment in order to bi 
effective mu st receive a favorable vol! 
In two sessions of the general assent 
blv and then mu st go before the p eop l« 
and be adop ted at a p op u lar electmlon 
As set forth in the state constltu tlor 
any citizen or an alien who has declar 
ed his intention of becoming a citizen 
has a right to vote and the state law 
p rovides that every male of foreign 
birth of the age of twenty -one y ears rn 
more who has lived in the United 
States one y ear, 
in the state sis 
months, in the township six ty day s 
and in the ward or p recinct thirty day s 
immediately 
p receding 
the election 
and who has declared his intention ol 
becoming a citizen of 
the United 
States conformably to the laws of tht 
United States on the su bject of nat 
u ralization is entitled to the p rivilege 
of voting. 
Mr. Seidensticker would change the 
constitu tion so that only su ch male for 
eign citizens as had actu ally become 
citizens of the United States conform j 
ably to the laws of the United States; 
on the su bject of natu ralization could 
vote. 
Under this change a foreigner, 
would have to live in this cou ntry five 
y ears before he could vote. 
A law to p rovide for a retu rn of a 
certain p ercentage of an inheritance 
of $ 20,000 or more to the state is p ro­ 
p osed by Lu man Iv. Babcock, rep resen­ 
tative from Lagrange and Steuben 
cou nties. Babcock also p rop oses a ne 
gotiable instru ment act. 
Both of the 
p rop osed laws have long been near tc 
the heart of Babcock. The inheritance 
law was defeated at the last session 
in the senate committee, after having 
p assed the hou se by a decisive vote. 
As for the negotiable instru ment law 
it was introdu ced at the last session 
bu t never brou ght to vot^ the^op p osi 


tion being so p ronou nced That Babcock 
decided to withdraw it. 
It had been 
p reviou sly introdu ced by other mem­ 
bers, bu t has alway s met with defeat 
Babcock say s it is his op inion the ne­ 
gotiable 
instru ment 
law 
has 
been 
brou ght before an Indiana legislatu re 
at least fou r different times. 
Rep resentative Fred I. King of Wa­ 
bash will introdu ce at the nex t session 
of the legislatu re a p rimary election 
bill. "I have not y et worked ou t the 
details of the bill,” said he, “bu t it will 
be similar to the one I introdu ced two 
y ears ago. It will p rovide for the nom­ 
ination of state candidates as well as 
cou nty and township candidates. 
It 
will p rovide also for a first and second 
choice vote. 
Thu s, in the event that 
there shou ld be no election of some 
one candidate, or p ossibly more than 
one candidate, the election would fall 
to the highest on second choice. There 
ou ght to be some p rovision in the law, 
also, that would p revent the members 
of one p arty from voting for candi­ 
dates of the op p osite p arty . 
That is 
the one big evil of a p rimary election. 
I have not y et worked ou t this p rovi­ 
sion.’*

CHIEF BIGGEY DROWNED 


It may be that President Alexis feels 
the confidence he expresses in his abil­ 
ity to check the adv ancing army of the 
rev olution, but the residents of Port 
ail Prince certainly are not of the 
same mind: many of them are panic- 
stricken and the great majority of the 
nativ es hav e closed and shuttered their 
stores and business houses, and hav e 
put bars across the doors and windows 
of their residences. 
There is an lin­ 
ear feeling among the foreigners not­ 
withstanding the presence in the har­ 
bor of the warships of the United 
States and France, from which forces 
unquestionably will be landed if the 
insurgents succeed 
in 
passing the 
gates of the city, or at the first sign 
of disorder and pillage. 
Flags of dif­ 
ferent nations 
are flying from the 
homes of many foreign residents, the 
markets are deserted, and the country 
people, upon whom the city depends 
for its sustenance, hav e fled precipi­ 
tately and refuse to return. 
The situation has become so grav e 
that an official proclamation has been 
issued conv oking the chambers in ex­ 
traordinary session so that measures 
may be taken to preserv e the gov ern­ 
ment, or at least to effect a compro­ 
mise with the rev olutionary leaders. 
There is great fear today that the dis­ 
affected body of Haitiens in this city 
might take up arms for the ov erthrow 
of the gov ernment, which, howev er, be­ 
ing forewarned, has taken precautions 
against 
this 
happening. 
President 
Alexis, suspecting the loyalty of Gen­ 
eral Carneau, the chief of police, has 
sent him out on a special mission, 
while General Nan, who also is one of 
the chief police officials, has been re­ 
placed by General Hyacinthe, for the 
same reason. The streets are contin-1 
ually patrolled by bodies of troops 
who maintain order, but this is a sim­ 
ple matter, as many of the streets are 
deserted, the people hav ing betaken 
themselv es to their barricaded houses. ] 
So far as can be seen all of the officers 
and soldiers here remain loyal and are I 
facing the coming of the rev olutionists 
calmly. Three div isions of troops are 
entrenched at the conv ergence of three 
roads sev eral miles outside the city, 
and it is not expected that General 
Simon’s forces will reach the cross- j 
roads until tomorrow. 
The v anguard of the rev olutionists 
occupied Grand Goav e, a town of IO,- ; 
OOO inhabitants, about thirty miles 
west of Port au Prince, without firing ' 
a shot, and it is expected that this j
